Parcel Post Rates.—All Seeds, Piants, Bulbs, Roots, Poultry Supplies, Insecticides, etc., can now be sent through- 
out the United States by Parcel Post. On weights of more than half pound, the pound rate shown in Parcel Post 
Table will apply. Parcels weighing half pound or less, the rate is 1c. for each 2 ounces or fraction thereof re- 
gardless of distance. To points further than the 2nd zone on weights of over 10 Ibs. the charge by freight or 
express is usually more economical. On most of the articles listed in this catalogue we have given the mailing 


weight.
